After witnessing the deep personal grief 
of a family who lost a member, a truck driver, in a fatal 
crash, he took positive steps towards prevention of highw ay 
occidents. 


Fatigue, loneliness, strain add lack of sleep are enemies 
of long distance truckers. 
In Japan, long distance truckers with small firms hove 
driving assignments for as much as four days and nights 
without real rest. W ith the financial help of churches in 
Holland, Germ any and Australia, through the W orld Coun­ 
cil of Churches, he was able to establish a truckers mission. 
Af Kakogawa on the highway that runs between Tokyo and 
Shimonoseki, he has built what is now known as The Traffic 
Labor W elfare Center. It consists of a restaurant for 50 
people, hot baths, beds for 25 drivers, and an official 
counseling room. 


Mrs. Imai runs the restaurant, helped by three children. 
Much of Mr. Im o i’s time is spent talking to and counseling 
the men. He has the help of two full time staff members and 
six part time counselors.
